2. fmc&snm is assured that MoH ie not regarded as a 
gove rnaen t-in-exile and that the U.S. position ie unchanged. Our 
policy remains that any future government should be chosen by free 
plebiscite of all the people. The purpose behind the present efforts 
to broaden HfftHGH is to make It more representative of all «ntl- 
Caaaunist groups and, therefore, a aore effective body* It is hoped 
that BNCAStm will continue to give bis support, which is valued 

by us. 
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
